SHOE AND FOOT NOTES 
by J. E. Poitras 

May I, in this article, point 
out arch differences and the 
part balance plays: AS we 
have pointed before we have 
26 bones and four arches in 
each foot, so it is important 
you wearthe proper shoes, 
let us start with our toes. Toes 
should not be cramped, let us 
take this short example to il- 
lustrate, Tie together the fin- 
gers of your right hand. Now 
take a pencil and try to write. 
“Cramps your style doesn't it, 
well, this is exactly what hap- 
pens to your foot when you 
wear a short tight shoe or too 
high heels. It impairs the fun-

walk easily and comfortably, 
the frong of the foot tries des- 
perately to get a better sup- 
port, a firmer more comfort. 
able base, and anterior’arch 
(meaning front or metatorsal, 
falls) then trouble begins, To 
further iMustrate: Human feet 
are like chickens feet, that’s 
right, may I explain in this 
way, from the heel to the 
great or big toe and from the 
heel to little toe, form a tri- 
(pod, the three bearing points 
in our feet that we have al- 
ready discussed. But if the 
two fronts supports of the tri- 
pod, the big and little toe 
are distorted and cramped by 
the wrong shoes they become 
useless and again our “Bal- 
ance” is lost the pivot col- 
lapses, the anterior or meta- 
tarsal arch sags, and foot 


arches and sometimes back- 
ache starts, Well, fallen arches 
are the cause of untold mis- 
‘ery, proper shoes safeguard 


normal arches. So keep them 
normal, and they also will do 
a great deal to help you" in 
proper balance and happy,
